A forty mile gale was blowin g abou t the doomed v essel this 
morn in g an d she was afire from stem to stern 
The Northern Pacific was u sed to tran sport troops from 
Fran ce after the war an d on Jan u ary 1, 19 19 , wen t ashore off 
Fire Islan d. 
All the troops were rescu ed an d the v essel was su b­ 
sequ en tly floated. 
It was sev eral day s before some of the seri­ 
ou sly wou n ded soldiers an d their n u rses cou ld be taken off. 
The Northern Pacific was kn own as a “jin x ” ship. 
In 
April, 19 15, she was cau ght an d bu ffeted in a storm off the Pacific 
coast which imperiled her 150 passen gers. 
Tha Northern Pa­ 
cific was bu ilt as a passen ger ex press for the Spokan e, Portlan d 
an d Seattle railroad.

or wife—whose net income for the 
year 1921 was >1,000 or more , or 
whose gross income was >5,000 or 
more, and by every married person 
living with husband or wife whose 
net income was >2,000 or more, or 
whose gross Income was >5000 or 
more. 
i 
"Net income" is gross income, less 
certain specified deductions, which 
are more liberal than were provided 
by the revenue act of 1918. 
In gross 
income, the farmer is required to in­ 
clude “all gains, profits and income 
derived from the sale or exchange of 
farm products, whether produced on 
the farm or purchased and resold.” 
The requirement to file a return of 
gross 
income, 
regardless 
of 
the 
amount of net income, is a new pro­ 
vision of law. 
Whether or not gross 
income equalled or exceeded >5,000, 
returns must be filed by single per­ 
sons if the net income equalled or 
exceeded >1.000, and by married per­ 
sons if the net income equalled or 
exceeded >2,000. 
In computing the 
net income of married persons, the 
earnings or other income of depend­ 
ent minor children must be included. 
The exemptions are >1,000 for sin­ 
gle persons, $2,500 for married per­ 
sons and heads of families whose 
net income for 1921 was >5,000 or 
less and >2.000 for married persons 
and heads of families whose income 
was in excess of >5,000. 
Under the 
1 revenue a ct of 1918, the exemption 
allowed such persons was >2,000, re­ 
gardless of the amount of net in­ 
come. 
A person who supports in 
one household one or more relatives 
(other than wife or husband) is the 
head of a family. 
The 
tax rates 
for 1921 are un­ 
changed — 4 per cent on the first 
>4,000 of net income abO're the ex­ 
emption and 8 per cent on the re­ 
maining net income. 
The exemption 
for dependents—a person dependent 
upon the taxpayer for chief support 
who is under eighteen year sof age 
or mentally or physically incapaci­ 
tated — is increased from >200 to 
>400. 
ThuB, 
a married man 
with 
three children under 18 years of age 
whose income for 1921 was >4,000, is 
entitled to an exemption of >3,700. 
The exemption allowed such a man 
for the year 1920 was >2,600. 
Deductions Allowed Farmers 
All necessary expenses Incurred 
during the year 1921 in the operation 
of a farm as a business enterprise, 
are deductible items. 
These include 
harvesting and marketing of crops 
and the cost of seed and fertilizer 
used. 
Amounts expended for the 
cost of feed for live stock may be 
claimed but the value of a farmer s 
own products used for such purpose 
is not a deductible item. 
The farm­ 
er may deduct the cost of farm tools 
used up in the course of a year, wag­ 
es paid 
to employes 
(other than 
domestic servants) and rent paid for 
farm lands and buildings (other than 
the dwelling) 
cost 
of 
repairs to 
fences and to wagons and machin­ 
ery, also bills paid for horseshoeing, 
stock powders, rock salt, veterinary 
service, insurance (except on the 
dwelling) 
gasoline 
for 
operating 
power and sundry minor expenses. 
The cost of farm machinery of a 
permanent 
character, 
such 
as 
a 
threshing machine or tractor and ex­ 
tensive repairs 
to 
farm buildings, 
such as placing a new roof on the 
barn, are not deductible expenses. 
These are regarded as capital invest­ 
ments, made for the purpose of im­ 
proving the property and enhancing 
its value. 
Amounts expended in the 
developments of farms, orchards and 
ranches prior to the time when the 
productive state was reached, may 
be regarded as investments of cap­ 
ital, also amounts expended for the 
purchase of breeding or dairy ain- 
mals. 
The purchase price of an au­ 
tomobile, even when wholly used in 
carrying on farming operations, is 
not deductible, but is regarded as 
anj investment of capital. 
The cost 
off gasoline, repairs and upkeep of 
an automobile if used wholly in the 
business of farming, Is deductible as 
an expense; if used partly for busi­ 
ness purposes 
and partly 
for the 
pleasure or convenience of the tax­ 
payer or his family, such cost may 
be apportioned according to the ex­ 
tent of such use. 
Only the propor­ 
tion of cost attributable to business 
is deductible as a necessary expense. 
Deductible Expenses 
The farmer 
who keeps 
his ac­ 
counts “on the receipts and disburse­ 
ments basis" which means a record 
of the amount actually receive# and 
the amount 
actually paid 
for ex­ 
penses — must file his income tax 
return 
for the year 
1921 on that 
basis.

the “accrual basis.” 
For those keep­ 
ing their 
accounts 
on the accrual 
basis, inventories are necessary at 
the beginning and end of each taxa 
ble year. 
The gross profits are ob 
tained by adding to the inventory 
value of live stock and farm prod 
ucts on hand at the end of the year, 
amounts received from the sale of 
the stock and products and other 
miscellaneous 
receipts 
during 
the 
year, and deducting from this sum 
the inventory value of stocK on hand 
at the beginning of the yeai, plus the 
cost of stock and produce purchased 
during the year. 
As an illustration 
of the difference 
betwene 
the re­ 
ceipts and disbursements basis and 
the accrual basis, let us take a cash 
purchase on December 1, 1921, of 5 
tons of hay and 1,090 bushels of 
corn and oats; by the receipts and 
disbursements basis, the cost would 
be deducted from gross income for 
the year 1921, and by the accrual 
method, the cost of only the amount 
used In December would be charged 
to that year, and the balance carried 
by inventory into the year 1922, to be 
a charge against gross income of 
that year. 
Referring To Losses 
Losses incurred in the operation 
of a farm as a business enterprise 
are deductible from gross income. 
If, however, farm products are held 
for favorable markets, no deduction 
is allowed on account of shrinkage 
in weight or value, for the reason 
that when such products are sold, 
the shrinkage will be reflected in the 
selling price. The total loss by frost, 
storm, flood or fire of a prospective 
crop is not deductible. 
The reason 
Is that unless the crop reaches ma­ 
turity and is harvested and sold, its 
value never reached gross income, 
and therefore an arbitrary deduction 
of such loss cannot be allowed. The 
loss of a growing crop simply means 
that the farmer has so much less 
gross income to report and there­ 
fore would pay a reduced tax, If any 
tax at all. 
A loss in the value of an­ 
imals raised on the farm is not de­ 
ductible, except as such loss is re­ 
flected 
in an inventory, 
if used. 
However, if live stock was purchased 
for any purpose and afterwards died 
from disease, exposure or injury, or 
was killed by order of the authorities 
of the state or the United States, the 
actual purchase price less any de­ 
preciation which may ha v' been pre­ 
viously sustained 
with 
respect to 
such stock, and any insurance or in­ 
demnity recovered may bs deducted 
as a loss. 
Household Expenses 
Deductions of family or living ex­ 
penses such as rent for a dwelling, 
repairs to a dwelling, cost of food 
and clothing for the family, • educa­ 
tion of children, servants' wages and 
similar items are expressly prohib­ 
ited by the 
revenue act 
of 1921. 
General 
deductions, 
such 
as 
for 
taxes, interest on personal indebted­ 
ness, losses sustained in transactions 
entered into for profit aaidc from the 
farmer’s regular business, losses sus­ 
tained by fire, storm, or other casual­ 
ties, 
bad debts 
and contributions, 
are explained in instructions on the 
form for filing returns. 
The farmer 
must include In his return of gross 
income not only the profits of his 
farm, but all other income such as 
interest on bank deposits and profits 
received from the sale or rent of 
farm lands. 
The farmei who lets 
out a farm 
on a 
crop-share basis 
must include In his income tax re­ 
turn for the year the cash when re­ 
ceived. 
A farmer who lets out a 
farm on a cash rental basis and is 
paid in crops must report the exact 
cash rental agreed upon whether or 
not the crops are disposed of. 
The bureau of internal revenue has 
had prepared for farmers a special 
form-? 1040 F —for recording sales of 
live stock, produce and miscellane­ 
ous receipts. 
All farm income from 
any source whatever must be re­ 
ported in this schedule, which must 
be attached to the form for making 
individual returns. 
What Form To Use 
Forms 1040A for income of >5,000 
or lass and 1040 for individual in­ 
comes in excess of >5,000. may be 
obtained In the offices of collectors 
of internal revenue and branch of­ 
fices. 
Those forms will be mailed to 
persons who filed similar returns of 
income for the year 1920. 
Failure 
to receive the form, however, does 
not relieve the person from filing 
his return and paying the tax within 
the time prescribed by law. 
The 
return must be filed on or before 
March 15, 1922. 
The tax this year, 
as last, may be paid in full at the 
time of filing the return, or in four 
equal installments, due on or before 
March 15, June 15, September 15 and 
December 15. 
Heavy penalties are 
provided by the revenue act for fail­ 
ure or wilful refusal to file a return 
and pay the tax on time. 
Revenue officers are visiting every 
county in the United States to assist 
taxpayers in the preparation of their 
income tax returns for the year 1921. 
The date of their arrival and the lo­ 
cation 
of their offices 
will be an­ 
nounced through the press, or may 
be obtained on inquiry at offices of 
collectors of internal revenue and 
branch offices. 
This advisory ser­ 
vice is without cost to the taxpayer. 
Before seeking such assistance, how­ 
ever, taxpayers should read carefully 
the instructions on the forms.

COMPULSORY ARBITRATION 


British labo r has go ne far in the recent manifesto 
submitted to Premier Llo yd Geo rge by a gro up o f 
iabo r leaders and labo r members o f parliament. The 
manifesto calls fo r the establishment by the British 
go vernment o f industrial co urts which wo uld functio n 
like the existing civil co urts, and to which bo th cap­ 
ita and labo r wo uld be co mpelled to submit their 
differences fo r adjudicatio n, instead o f reso rting to 
the lo ck-o ut o r strike. 
The labo r statesmen insist that they want to see 
co -o peratio n between emplo yers and emplo yees, re­ 
placing the industrial warfare o f the past, because 
they believe that industrial peace is the o nly way to 
revive business and maintain decent living standards, 
lhey co ndemn equally unreaso nable demands o f em­ 
plo yers and unreaso nable demands o f wo rkmen, and 
believe that there can be no way o f reco nciling their 
o ppo sing viewpo ints except thro ugh impartial tribu­ 
nals with full autho rity to act. 
This manifesto is admittedly the wo rk o f “ mo d­ 
erates 
who se views differ widely fro m tho se o f the 
radical labo r leaders. 
It is believed, ho wever, that 
it represents the present sentiment, o r at least the de­ 
velo ping sentiment, o f the majo rity o f British wo rkers.

nearly three thousand juvenile 
delinquency 
cases. Twenty -five 
per cent or seven hundred and 
fifty had defective vision, while 
sixteen per cent or five hundred 
actually had trouble w ith their 
ey es.

Every day as the millions of con­ 
sum ers over the country sit down to 
their breakfast, 
dinner, or 
supper 
they receive a direct benefit from 
the work of the large force of Gov­ 
ernm ent inspectors who see to it that 
all the m eat products leave the pack­ 
ing plants w ithout any tain t of dis­ 
ease clinging to them- These inspec­ 
tors are on duty in 839 packing and 
meat-preparing plants, and perform 
a service that in the aggregate is 
enormous, (he total num ber of ani­ 
mals examined during the last y ear, 
both before and after slaughter, to­ 
taling more than 6 2,000,000. This was 
4.7 per cent less than the preceding 
y ear, but 5.6 per cen t m ore than the 
average for the 14 y ears since the 
work of Federal m eat inspection of 
the United S tates D epartm ent of Ag­ 
riculture was started.
